Senator Cullom has reported a »nb- 


stitute for the-bill to regulate commerce 
recently submitted by the Committee ou 
Inter-State Commerce, and given notice 
that h» will soon ask the Senate to set a 
day lor Hi consideration. Borne im- 
portant sections of tb» bill hare been 
revised and somewhat modified by the 
committee. As the bill now stands ita 
provisions apply to the transportation 
9f passengers nod freight by railroad, or 
partly by railroad and partly by water, 
when both are uaed for continuous 
carriage bitireen the States and between 
the United States and foreign countries. 
The «ections prohibiting unjust discrim- 
inations and the jiving of undue prefer- 
ences are not miiterially changed. 
The 


charging of more for a shorter than for 
a longer distance is prohibited with a 
proviso that the Commission may make 
eiceptious to this requirement when 
found ntcessary in special cases whiire 
there is water competition. Ail rates 
must be pulishecl, so far a> the Commis- 
sion may find it practicable to do 10, 
and in such a manner as may lie pre- 
scribed. Advances in published rates are 
prohibited, «cept after ten days public 
notice, but reductions may be made 
without public notice. The Courts »re 
given authority to compel compliance 
with the requirements in regard to the 
publicity of utes by mandamus, nnd 
may, if necessary, restrain railroads 
from carrying on busiuess until they 
comply. For violation of the Act offi- 
cers ano* agents of corporations are made 
subject to $1,000 fine for each offense, 
and corporations are made liable to all 
persons injured for all damages occa- 
sioned by sach violations. Complaint! 
may be made to the Commission by any 
perion, firm, corporation or association, 
any mercantile, agricultural or manu- 
facturing society, and body politic or 
municipal organization or by any State 
Railroad Commission, and shall be in- 
vestigated unlesa '.the matters com- 
plained of are promptly adjusted at the 
request of the Commission. The facts 
aieertained by tho Commission in such 
investigations are made prima facie evi- 
dence JQ all jadicial proceedings, and 
•mpl» provision is made for enforcing 
the recommendations of the C»mmis»ion 
through the Courts when neceaiary. 


AHOCMEHT. 


The Central Pacific Boail A«k» for • 


Rf ncwnl of the Bonds. 


In his letter to the Chairman of the 


Central Paoific Railroad Committee of 
the House of Bepresentatives on the 
relation of the Pacific Eailroadi to the 
government, growing ont of the aid 
given by the latter for the construction 
ol the toads, Mr. Collis P. Hnntington, 
alter a brief sketch of the state of 
affairs which led to the inception of the 
enterprise, says, io speaking of the re- 
payment of the advances: "The net 
earnings have so fallen off, and the 
obvious fiscal precautions we have re- 
commended have been so long ignored 
by the representatives of the govern- 
ment, thai it is now apparent it will be 
impossibiB to discharge the debt at 
maturity between 1805 and 1S9S. 
The 


alternatives before the government will 
be either to let the first mortgage hold- 
ers take the road, or to assume the 
prior mortgage and take possession of 
the aided portion and operate it, or to 
extend the time for reimbursement for a 
further period of years." 


As to which of thens three plans was 


the best for the goveinment to adopt, 
he urges that the eitension of the time 
for the payment of the indebtedness 
should ba preferred first, because "it 
can be demonstratid that the taking of 
the roads would only entail other lesses 
upon the treasury, also, that the com- 
panies, as the owners, can do better 
with it than either class of creditors." 


Figures, which have the best of repn- 


tatbn for telling the truth, show that 
th* balance of trodo is in favor of the 
United State*. For 1985 the merchan- 
dise exports eiceeded the imports 
$101,295,050. against 
an excess of 


$120,114,568 for 1884. The specie ex- 
ports exceeded the imports $3,283,322, 
against an excess of $27,049,680 in 1884, 
and hence the net excess of exports for 
1885 was $104,578,372, against $147,- 
154,128 in 1884. These figures show 
hat 1885 fell behind 1884 in the volume 
of trade, but as long as our exports «i- 
ce>d our imports we are all right, 


Senator Frye, of Maine, says he does 


not think Hr. Blaine is taking much in- 
Jerest in politics just now, fot he knows 
that the prospects render him almoat 
the certain Republican nominee in 
1888. Mr. Frye thinks the labor ques- 
tion is likely to be tue 'ending issue in 
th» next general election, and con- 
siders Mr. Blaine the strongest of any 
Republican suggested for the Presi- 
dency. 


Ormsby's tax rate for this year is 


$3 or 30 cents less thin last year. 
Elko's rate last yoar was $2 60, but 
this year it is only $1 90. We hope 
the other counties may do aiwell. 


Among the reason! given why the in- 
dulgence suggested should be extended 
to, the companies are that there was an 
oversight in making both classes of 
bonds payable in the first thirty yenri; 
that the aid promised was of greater 
value than the aid received, through the 
depreciation of the value of the currency 
and the appreciation of gold; that the 
road was built in half the, time allowed 
by the government, by which the gov- 
ernment wai greatly benefited, and the 
companies put to great additional ex- 
pense; that no allowance has been made 
by the government for the great saving 
in transportation of troops and stores 
over the former method of transporta- 
tion bp wagons; that greater encourage- 
ment has since been given to rival 
ron:l»; thit it-withholds government 
transportation, and the earnings for 
such as is given, and that the revenue* 
so withheld have been waited otd 
squandered by injudicious investment; 
that the terms of the contraci have been 
changed by Congress to the detiiment 
or the road?, and finally that "Congress 
pushes tho alleged right of alteration, 
amendment or repeal" in respect to 
.natters of contract in the charter to an 
unreasonable extent, which would have 
defeated ,tlie building of the road itself, 
and now impairs its credit. 


Mr. 
Uuntington furnishes tables 


showing the great saving to the govern- 
ment by the construction of th* roads 
and contend* that the deficiency in the 
interest Bhonld have been written off 
each year on account of this saving, in- 
stead of being allowed to accumulate 
and be added to the principal. He soys: 
"It cost the United States one million 
dollars a year to maintain a regiment of 
cavalry on the frontier, and about half 
that for a regiment of infantry. As 
many as thirteen regiments bavu been 
engaged in the service at one time. 
After th* completion of the road lens 
than half the former force was abundant 
to maintain a better state of peace and 
order. This economy is one the com- 
pany deserves credit for effecting, us 
well a* by hastening it by at least seven 
year* of time, but it nowh*r* appears on 
the ledger*. 


He speaks of the Thnrman act as a, 


fnilure, so far as securing th* debt due 
the Government is 
concerned, and 


urges that leniency and even generosity 
on the part of the Government would 
not only aid but hasten the repayment 
of the debt due on the subsidy bonds.

for Small Towns. 


Th* New York Tribune's Washington 


ipecial says: In on* day last week the 
Senate passed twenty-nine bill* appro- 
bating $4,415,000 for the construction 


if pnhlio buildings in various parts of 
the;country. Ahltough there have been 
143 euch bill introduced in this Congress 
calling for an aggregate appropriation 
of about $20,000,000, and there are 
many counties yet to hear from.

Hence in that village, with only 1500 in- 
habitants any the entire pottal receipts 
which amount (o only 3450, the Govern- 
ment is erecting a $50,000 building.

"our Frank" into » debate ou the silver 
question, during the progress of which, 
to still further quote Mr. Campbell, b* 
proposes to "wipe np the floor with 
hiui." If such an event should occur 
between these two stateBiuou it will have 
the effect of crowding the galleries to 
suffocation.—Washington' Corr. Chicago 
News.

Oppotitltm to Morrison's Tariff Bill. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—Morrison's 


new tariff bill does not go to the length 
that the members of the extreme free 
trade wing of the Democratic party 
desire, but in view of tbe decreased 
revcnuei of tbe Government during the 
past eight mouths, these gentlemen are 
willing to accept the plan Mr. Morrison 
hag proposed. His bill in not open to 
th* objections urged against the hori- 
zontal reduction tariff measure recom- 
mended by the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee .in the last Congress, but its 
effect upon the public revenue is about 
tbe same. 


The five Republican members of the 


committee held a meeting to-night in 
Judge Kelley's room.
